Reoonsideration of the application is respectfully requested. 

Claims l-S, 7. 8, 10-13* 15-32, and 34-40 are pending. Claims 6, 9, 14, 33, 41, and 42 
are cancelled. Claims 1« 2, 3« 22^ 37* and 38 have been amended. 

Claims 1, 2« and 3 were amended to incorporate the subject matter of claim 33. Minor 
formatting changes, i.e., indentations, were also made for organization. 

Claim 22 was amended to recite the proper units for I^. Support for the amendments 
may be found, for example, on page 41, [0107]. 

Claims 37 and 38 were amended to remove optional elements that were inconsistent 
with the requisite elements of the independent claims. Claims 37 and 38 were also amended 
to be consistent with the amoimt of the control agent now recited in the independent claims. 

Thus, Applicants respectfully submit that the amendments above add no new matter.

being anticipated by U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0186250 to Kinnan et cd. 
for the reasons stated on pages 2-3 of the Action. Applicants have incorporated allowable 
subject matter as referenced below to expedite prosecution of the application and respectfully 
request that the rejection be withdrawn. 

35 UJS,C. § 103 

Claims 25, 27-29, 30, 31, 35, and 36 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatoitable over U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0186250 to Kinnan et aL for 
the reasons stated on pages 3-4 of the Action. Applicants have incorporated allowable 
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subject mooter as referenced below to expedite prosecution of the application and respectfully 
request that the rejection be withdrawn.^ 



35U.S.C§ 112 

Claims 22 and 37-39 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12* second paragraph, for the 
reasons stated on page 4 of the Action. Applicants have amended claim 22 to recite the 
proper units for I2 and removed the optional claim elements from claims 37 and 38 that were 
inconsistent with requisite elements of the independwit claims. Applicants respectfully 
request that the rejections be withdrawn.
